USAF Needs 
800 Teachers

An extensive campaign to em 
ploy 800 school teachers for 63 
elementary and 25 secondary 
schools in Iff foreign countries 
was launched today by USAF 
representative Robert S. Boyd, 
chief of the Air Force Overseas 
employment office in Los An­ 
geles.

"Each year the number of ap­ 
plicants far exceeded the num­ 
ber of vacancies and this pro­ 
vides us with a tremendous ad­ 
vantage in selecting the cream 
of the crop for our schools 
abroad", Boyd Indicated. "This 
has aided our recruitment in 
other categories in that we can 
assure the family that their chil­ 
dren will receive their education 
abroad in an educational system 
which is second to none."

A few of the benefits which 
make this program so attrac­ 
tive include transportation and 
living quarters furnished at Aii>j 
Force expense. In some areas,; 
allowances from 10 to 25 per-' 
cent are paid in addition to thrj 
basic salary and the teachers' 
cost of living is reduced hy pro­ 
viding commisary anA post ex­ 
change privileges.

Vacancies exist in A/.ot es, Ber­ 
muda, England, France, Ger­ 
many, Iceland, Japan, Labrador, 
Morocco, Newfoundland, Okina­ 
wa, Philippine Island. Saudi 
Arabia, Spain, Tripoli and Tur­ 
key.

The gross annual salary for 
elementary and secondary teach­ 
ers is $4525 and for administra­ 
tive personnel from $5440 to 
$6390. The tour of duty Is for 
one year but renewable at the 
teachers' option.

In order to qualify, teachers 
must file a bachelors degree 
from an accredited school, a 
minimum of two years com­ 
pleted teaching experience at 
the time of interview and valid 
teaching certificate. Age limits 
for women are 23 to 40 years 
and men between 23 and 50 
years.

Representatives of the Air 
Force overseas employment of­ 
fice will conduct interviews 
from February 10 through 15. 
1958, at the California Depart­ 
ment of Employment office, 525 
S. Flower st.. Los Angeles. In­ 
terviews will be conducted from 

j 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. on February 12 
j and 15 and in the late afternoon 
j hours on al] other days indi-j 
j cnted. Applicants must make ap- 
pointments in advance by phon­ 
ing RI-86511. EXT 360 and are 
requested to present their appli­ 
cations, teaching certificates and 
their college transcripts at the 
time of interview. Application 
forms and pamphlets regarding 
the program are available at the 
above office and will be mailed 
upon request.
